THEY POISONED THE MEN. 
WOW THE WOMEN OF ANCIENT HOME HAD 
THEIL REVENGE. 

In the. year 331-B. 0, many of tho 
Booman citizens, and espacially many of the 
Roman nobles, wore attacked by an 
unknown disease, which showed the samo 
symptoms in‘all, and nearly all perished, 

he causa-was wrapped in obscurity, but at 
length @ maid-serrant wont to 6 eurule* 
aedile and said that she could oxplain tho 
origin of the disease, but would not do so 
unless security were givon her that she 
would suffor-no harm in consequence, The 
curule acdile brought the matter before’ the 
Consuls, the Consuls consulted the Senate, 

anda resolution was passed: guarantesing 
safety. to tha maid-servant, | Whereupon 
sho, declared. that the deaths arose from 
poison; that tho matrone wore in 

_the ‘habit of compounding drugs, and 
sho could take the officials to a house 
in which they would como upon the 
maatrons while engaged in the operation. 

Tho ofticials accepted hor offer, followed 
her ond found, -as she said, the. matrons 
compounding drugs. ‘About twenty of them 
were conveyed to the forum and were 
subjected to an examination on their doings. 
Pwo-ofethem, of noble family, and with 
patrician names,” Cornelia. and Sorgia, 
affirmed that the drugs were perfectly whole- 
some. That could be easily tested, and 
the two matrons were requested to. prove 
their truthfulness by drinking the mixture. 
Tho two matrons bogged for a few. moments 

- of private talk with .the rest of their as- 
socintes, but within sight of the people. 
Permission was granted, a few words ‘were 
exchanged, and then all tha twenty matrons 
came back, beldly quaffed the liquor, and 
died in consequence, Then. a search was 
made for all the watrous who-had been en- 
gaged in this conspiracy and 170 of them 
wera found guilty. The men explained the 
occurrence by asserting that. tho women 
wer infatuated, but probably they. knew 
well why recourse was bad to. auch violent. 
measures, and that Roman matrons were 
not likely to be subjected to: tyranny. with- 
ont makitigean ellort in one way or ancther 
to pué an end to it. - 

‘An occurrenco of 4 similar nature took 
place. in. 180 B,C. In this caso there can 
searcely bo a doubt that a real plague raged, 
for.it Jastod for three years and decimated 
Italy. But the women were enraged with, 
the men for tho -harsh measures which had 
been taken against them in connection with 
the Bacchanalian mysteries, and they seem 
to have. regarded the plague as affording a 

.. favorable opportunity for the use of poison. 

* $n.180 B.C, the Prastor, the Consul and 
many other illustrious met died. A judge 
waa appointed to Inquire. inte these deaths, 
and especially to examine if poison had been 
employed, ho historians do. not purrate 
tho resplts of this investigation, but we are 
told that the -wife of the Consul wan tried 
and céndenined to death. Thirty -zix years 
after this two man.in’ consular. rank were

Bat strength camo with exercise, and: she 
expecta after awhile, when the dairy ade 
vantages of her Jand are improved, to live 
more enaily. She haa planted and is bear- 
ing’on her placo all kinds cof small fruits, so 
that she even now has some af the luxuries, 
‘Another example : Threo years ago a wo- 
man Jeft a worthless and cruel huaband 
who could not support her, und a washtab 
which had been hor only support for m..ny 
yoors, and with her mother and four ehil- 
dren atarted iu (ureuitof a hore, | The on- 
ly oneouragement she received was the ra- 
surance that’ sho should have been gent to 
‘an insane asylum for taking hor helploss 
family into that wild conntry. She Jocat- 
ed 320 acres ‘as homesteads for heraclf and 
mother, walking nino miles from the land- 
oftice, through mud and water, through 
the forest where no attempt had beon made 
at rond-making. ‘The settlers round about 
torhed out and built them ‘a house, and 
then wark for them commenced in earnest. 
She, with the help of her oldest boy of 
twelve years, grubbod and cleared ton ucres 
of ground, tuade tails out of the.timber and 
foneed it, cut tha growing trees and manu- 
faetured them into’ pickets aud posts, and 
made apicket-fence inclosing the house and 
two, acres of ground; raised their provi- 
sions, ot if able to purchase anything, it 
wan at the further cost-of walking mine 
miles to the nearest mntket and carrying 
jthome on her back. .And, with all this, 
shu found time te nurge tho: sick and Bo 
make some little money, with which she 
bought pigs, chickens, cows, ‘and a team | 
of oxen—which she ‘pronounces a luxury.

True to his 
word, her. persecutor came back, bringing 
with him a mob of men of his uwn type to 
help him, as against this one lone wuman 
and her babes, Sho, with all the dignity 
of a major of an army, coramanded a halt, 
and ordered the men not to evme within 
herinclosure. They looked on with amaze- 
ment.
